To find prominent jockeys sent 
down and their sentence published has made a big mark, 
but nothing of the sort has happened for long years as the 
powers outlawing—for that is what warning-off means—a 
trainer, not to talk about issuing such an order in whole- 
Ме form; so racing worldlings were eager to discover 
particulars of this startler. 


True indeed was the statement, which, in fact, fell 
rather short of the truth; for not only some, but all 
trainers—every one licensed to carry on business at New- 
n»iarket-had been«given notice to keep off the Heath. 
Iteason for the measure saw them temporarily leaving the 
Heath without a stain on their characters. The place, 
not the eraft, was to blame, and they were told to kecp 
eff the grass, во far ак regards the whole;of the Jockey 
Club's training-grounds, simply because they were not 
tit to go on, on account of being waterlogged to a 
ruinous extent.

All the time the weather is open, blossoms will be thrown 
up; and should there be heavy rains, with oceasional 
frost, they ean be gathered just before they expand. They 
will open indoors, and will be as perfect in form and colour as 
when expanded under the influence of the spring sunshine, 
Young plants come into flower earlier than old ones, and the 
individual blooms, in a general way, are finer. Those who 
grow the coloured primroses should every year save some

seed from the best flowers.only, marking them when in 
bloom, and disearding inferior ones. In this way the 
strain will be improved, and the young plants will come 
in to take the place of old ones that may, as is often the 
case in hot, dry seasons, die ont or become-weak.

The seeds, 
when ‘new, come up with great freedom, but if kept any 
time, germination is very uncertain. Therefore, if топ are 
going to make A beginning in primrose-eulture, get your 
seed from а wl l-known grower. - Ask bim tò send you 
sced of that season's crop, which he will be able to do in 
August. Sow not later than the last week in that month, 
and nearly every seed will come up. Put the seedlings 
but into good ground in April, attend to them well in the 
matter of watering and clea inliness, and they will make fine 
plints by autumn.

There are in this 
country many blocks of unheated glass structures. For 
these we regard the latter part of February as being ample 
time to sow the seed, so that they may be planted out at 
the end of March. Hundreds of thousands Bee па plants 
are put out in these structures weeks before they can by any 
possibility start kindly into growth. ‘The result is that the 
plants become so enervated that, when the good weather does 
come, it takes them several weeks to recover sufficiently to 
start growing aghin. If these plants arc examined it will be 
found that the first roots have either died or are quiescent, ^ 
and that the plants have had fo put forth new growth 
from the collar of the plant abóve before any real start 
was made. The same holds good for all plants that ате 
put out in houses that are insufficiently heated, or in cases 
where the grower cannot find the с: pital to invest in fuel. 
Better by far to have patience and wait а few weeks than 
plant ont and spoil the crop. We question’ greatly the 
wisdom, in our fickle climate, of the erection of unheated 
glasshouses at all, except, perhaps, in the case of those for

Good 
erops ean be had in unheated houses, but all things nre 
much safer when heat. can be applied in the early season, 
during times of sunless weather, and in lite autumn for 
ripening up. 
Keeping Eggs for Íneubation. 
The longest time that eggs may with safety be kept ere 


they аге веў depends upon whether natural or artificial 
таейпх nre to be employed in the Ratehing process, 
If the former, the eggs may be kept three weeks 
ог. а month; but with an ineubator the sooner 
they are set after being laid the better, althongh if 
they ave well stored for three or four weeks they 
will give good results. We have heard of cases, from 


thoroughly reliable sources, where eggs have been kept 
for two years, put under hens, und chickens have 
been reared from. them; but for all practical purposes а 
month is quite long euough. Place the eggs in a dry
